“Mr. Mayor, Ladies and Gentlemen: Although I 
have become so well accustomed, of late, to the 
sound of my own voice in this neighborhood as to 
hear it with perfect composure, the occasion is, be- 
lieve me, very, very different in respect of those 
overwhelming voices of yours. As Professor Wil- 
son once confided to me in Edinburgh, that I had 
not the least idea, from hearing him in public, what 
a magnificent speaker he found himself to be when 
he was quite alone, so you can form no conception, 
from the specimen before you, of the eloquence 
with which I shall thank you again and again in 
some of the innermost moments of my future life. 
Often and often then, God willing, my memory will 
recall this brilliant scene, and will re-illuminate this 
banquet hall. I, faithful to this place in its pre- 
sent aspect, will observe it exactly as it stands— 
not one man’s seat empty, not one woman’s fair face 
absent, while life and memory abide by me. Mr. 
Mayor, Lord Dufferin in his speech—so affecting to 
me, so eloquently uttered, and so rapturously re- 
ceived—made a graceful and gracious allusion to 
the immediate occasion of my present visit to your 
noble city. It is no homage to Liverpool, based 
upon a moment’s untrustworthy enthusiasm, but 
it is the solid fact, built upon the rock of experience, 
that when I first made up my mind, after consider- 
able deliberation, systematicaily to meet my readers 
in large numbers, face to face, and to try to express 
myself to them through the breath of life, Liver- 
pool stood foremost among the great places out of 
London to which I looked with eager confidence 
and pleasure. And why was this? Not merely 
because of the reputation of its citizens for gene- 
rous estimation of the arts; not merely because I 
had unworthily filled the chair of its great self- 
educational institution long ago; not merely be- 
cause the place had been a home to me since the 
well-remembered day when its blessed roofs and 
steeples dipped into the Mersey behind me, on the 
occasion of my first sailing away to see my gene- 
rous friends across the Atlantic, twenty-seven years 
ago. Not for one of these considerations, but be- 
cause it had been my happiness to have a public 
opportunity of testing the spirit of its people. I 
had asked Liverpool for help towards the worthy 
preservation of Shakspeare’s house. On another 
occa ion, I had ventured to address Liverpool in 
the names of Leigh Hunt and Sheridan Knowles.

| by word of mouth from me, you have greatly im- 
| proved in the acceptance. As the gold is said to 
be doubly and trebly refined which has several 
| times passed the furnace, so a fancy may be said to 
| become more and more refined each time it passes 
through the human heart. You have, and you 
know you have, brought to the consideration of me 
that quality in yourselves without which I should 
|}have but beaten the air. Your earnestness has 
| stimulated mine, your laughter has made me laugh, 
| and your tears have overflowed my eyes. All that 
|I can claim for myself in establishing the relations 
which exist between us is constant fidelity to hard 
| work. My literary fellows about me, of whom I 
|am so proud to see so many, know very well how 
| true it is in all art that what seems the easiest done

Not 
only books, but the stereotyped blocks from which 
they are printed, are thus collected at a great ex- 
pense, and all are together, at stated times, com- 
mitted to the flames. Several of the celebrated 
standard novels of China, which in a moral point 
of view will bear favorable comparison with some 
of the current popular literature of our own coun- 
try, have fallen under the ban of this society, and 
cannot now be obtained without great trouble and 
expense. Instances have occurred in which book- 
sellers, who have continued to sell immoral works 
in the face of these regulations, have become ob- 
noxious to public authority, and have incurred a 
great sacrifice of reputation and property.”

and love of independence was stronger than love 
of another. They quietly separated, and each re- 
verted to the old way of life. He fought two duels. 
In his first duel the adversary’s ball hit the brim 
of his hat, which made up in breadth what it lacked 
in thickness, and checked the ball’s further pro- 
gress. In his second duel the adversary’s ball 
buried itself in his purse, which made a needy wit 
of the day place his hand upon his empty pocket, 
and exclaim with mock despair: “Did you ever 


| hear of such athing? Had it happened to me, I 


should have been a dead man!” He was at one 
time manager of the Porte St. Martin Theatre, and 
he was the founder of the French Theatre at Lon- 


|don, which he managed for some years. During 


the last few years he has lived quietly at Pierre- 
fonds in easy circumstances of fortune, gay, despite 
the stone, and despite that oblivion which began 
to environ him before death. 

Charles Bataille, after surviving the loss of his 


| reason for many months, has died. He made his lite- 


rary début in 1854 as a writer in the petty press, and 
attracted some attention by the excessive anima- 
tion of his style, perhaps even then attainted with 
insanity. He wrote a novel, “ Antoine Quérard,” 
which had its admirers; a drama, “ L’Usurier du 
Village” (with M. Amedée Rolland), which was 
quite successful ; some poems, two of which, ‘‘ Frédé- 
rique’’ and “ Les Mondes Interlopes,” were lauded. 
But—it is the old story—he was poor; the exigencies 
of life in Paris are great, and it was necessary for 
him to labor without respite. Had he been able 
to command time for study and reflection, he would, 
his friends believe, have attained considerable dis- 
tinction as a writer. As it was, be was obliged to 
fritter his gifts away in the newspapers, for they 
paid cash for the article, which was published at 
once. He expired in a private lunatic asylum. 
There were some twenty people at his funeral, 
which was attended by no member of his family. 
I believe he broke with them in consequence of his 
entering upon a marriage which they considered 
beneath him. 

We have had published a correspondence between 
two authors which is curious in more than one re- 
spect. It shows the eager competition which exists 
between them, the uncertainty of their relations, 
and the virulent envy with which successful au- 
thors are regarded. Messrs. Jules Claretie and 
Petruccelli de la Gattina together wrote a drama 
called ‘La Famille des Gueux.” The scene is laid 
in the Netherlands during the sixteenth century. It 
was to have been brought out in October, but the 
manager of the Gaité (who had accepted the piece) 
was so much pleased with “ La Madone des Koses” 
that he relegated the former play to the day after the 
withdrawal of “ La Madone des Roses.” Meantime 
it was announced that M. Victorien Sardou was 
writing a drama on the same subject, and the 
manager of the Gaité became quite naturally dis- 
inclined to bring out a play which would probably 
be inferior to M. Sardou’s. Thereupon M. Jules 
Claretie addressed a letter to the manager, recall- 
ing the latter’s promises. In the course of it he 
said: “Our piece was written and completed, and you 
had read it—I remember in what terms you spoke 
of it—before there was any question of M. Victorien 
Sardon’s drama at the Porte St. Martin Theatre. 
When last March I sketched to M. Sardou the sub- 
ject of ‘La Famille des Gueux,’ he said, ‘I have 
always wished to write a piece upon that epoch.’ 
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Our piece was written. 
the newspapers announced M. Sardou’s drama. I 
do not pretend that everybody has not the right to

This is impossible. I myself told him we had in 
‘La Famille des Gueux’ a scene of the breaking 
of dykes, which we thonght would produce a great 
effect. It is not probable he has selected this very 
sort of scenic effect for his drama.” 

M. Sardou at once replied to the insinuations con- 
tained in the foregoing letter. He wrote: “A year 
ago I heard through the newspapers that the Gaite 
proposed playing a drama by Messrs. Petruccelli and 
Claretie, entitled ‘La Famille des Gueux.’ M. 
Claretie dined with ms the same day (I had some 
reason to consider him my friend), and I said to him, 
‘My dear Claretie, this intelligence vexes me a lit- 
tle, for I promised, more than a year ago, the man- 
ager of the Porte St. Martin Theatre a drama whose 
scenario is written, and which is laid in that same 
epoch. Let us see if your piece is going to make 
mine impossible, forin this event I shall renounce 
the subject, as you are more advanced in it than I 
am.’ I then went on to tell him the plot of my 
piece without asking him in return to tell me his 
piece’s plot; I do not know eren now the first incident 
of it. He at once dispelled my fears, assuring me 
there was not the least connection between the 
pieces further than the same country and the same 
date, which neither he nor I had invented, and that 
I could work on without giving his piece a thought. 
Not more than a week ago (it was at Mallefille’s 
funeral), I took M. Claretie aside, and again said to 
him: ‘You know my piece, my dear friend: if 


there is, in the plot I narrated to you, anything | 


whatsoever which vexes you by its similarity to 
something in your piece, I am ready to chanve it 
to give you pleasure.’ M. Claretie replied, ‘ That 
is a question which has long been settled. I am 
completely at ease on that subject. The plot you 
have analyzed to me is in no way like the piece we 
have written. Your characters are historical; mine 
arenot.’ ‘I am glad to hear that; but is there no 
danger of our scenery clashing?’ ‘Have you an 
inundation in your piece?’ ‘No.’ ‘Oh! if you have 
no inundation in your piece, you may put in it what 
you please.’ ‘You break the dykes?’ ‘ Yes.’ 
‘It will be admirable. I have not a drop of water 
in my piece; but even had I, I should prefer drain- 
ing Harlaam Lake to disobliging you.’ ‘Thank 
you! but feel no scruples. I am persuaded that 
instead of militating against each other, our pieces 
will strengthen each other, for one will complete the 
other.’ ‘So I think.’ ‘Good-bye!’ ‘Fare you 
well!’ And we separated, shaking hands. You 
may now judge whether I have a right to be sur- 
prised by M. Claretie’s singular attack. I do not 
believe he can controvert one single particular above 
mentioned. I leave the reader to judge the value 
of his insinuation after the amicable conversations 
and the frank dealing of which I set an example. 
I have but one single desire, and I have reason to 
hope it may be gratified, and this is that his piece 
be played before mine, and that his inundation 











may have the same success as Victor Séjour’s con- 
flagration. I think M. Claretie will comprehend 
that my dignity forbids my prolonging here a dis- 
cussion which shall soon be decided on the stage, 


courteous arms, the public being our second. M, 
Claretie, I have the honor to salute you. Fire first.

To this letter M. Claretie made the following ex- 
traordinary reply: “Sir, you took Les Ganaches from 
Balzac and Louis Ulbach, Piccolino from M. F'orian, 
Nos Intimes from Barriere’s Faux Bonshommes and 
M. Gabriel’s Paratonnerre, Les Pommes du Voisin 
from Charles de Bernard; you took the contract 
scene of La Famille Benoiton from Barriere; the 
idea of Maison Neuve from a story by Gozlan, and 
the dead body in it from Vidocg’s Memoirs ; Nos 
Bons Villageois from Balzac’s Paysans and an 
Italian novre/liere; Les Pattes de Mouches are 
nothing but Edgar Poe seasoned to suit Paris- 
ian tastes. You managed all these things with 
a skill and with talents I was the first to acknow- 
ledge, for no one has applauded you more than I 
have done. I have never accused you of so much as 
taking your idea from the drama which the Gaité is 
about to play. My co-laborer and I have not so 
much conceit as to take out a patent for the Guerre 
des Gueux ; the sun of Flanders shines for every- 
body, and I should never have thought of being 
uneasy about your drama. if the manager of the 
Gaité, who is to play ours, had not seen an obstacle 
in the dreaded rivalry of a scenie splendor which 
is said to pass the limits of admiration. But let 
us restrict the discussion. Did you tell me your 
drama was accepted by the Porte St. Martin when 
you mentioned it to me for the first time? No; 
your drama could not then have been accepted by 
the Porte St. Martin, because the then manager 
asked me at that time to give him our piece, whose 
subject he knew. My drama consequently was 
accepted before yours ; and if you have written a 
drama during the last few months—a drama not 
yet finished—it is not because you have gotten 
your idea from us; you have merely revertedto an 
idea certainly yours, but long abandoned by yon, 
in order to take the wind out of oursails. Do you 
know why you have reverted to this subject which 
you had allowed to sleep in quiet? Apemark you 
made to a common friend will explain everything. 
You said: ‘La Famille des Gueux? Oh! it never 
will be played! The censors will interdict it!’ The 
censors will interdict it! Yes, sir, you made this 
remark ; remember, you made it to a true-hearted 
fellow, whose frankness I know; but allow me to 
believe the censors will not give you this little 
gratification.

1 mentioned in my last letter M. d’Epagny’s | 
death.

M. d’Epagny sent the man- 
ager the printed piece, played in 1531, when Dumas 
was just beginning his career, when Augier was a 
school-boy, and Sardou still in the nurse’s arms, 
He had but copied this old play, and sent it to the 
“discriminating” manager! . .. M. Gustave 
Flaubert (the author of “ Mme. Bovary’’) is writing a 
novel whose principal character will be Duke Pas- 
quier. It will open with the walk he took with 
Mile. Clairon, on the ruins of the Bastille, to see 
the inscription placed on that prison’s site—“ Here 
is dancing ;” and it will end with a scene in the 
Chamber of Peers during Louis Philippe’s reign, 
Duke Pasquier being President. . . .

HISTORY AND BIOGRAPHY. 

Early Records of the City and County of Albany and 
Colony of Rensselaerswyck (1656-1675).  Trans- 
lated from the Original Dutch, with Notes. By 
Jonathan Pearson, Professor of Natura) Philoso- 
phy in Union College. pp. vii., 528. Albany: 
J. Munsell. 

Here is another of those valuable, elaborate, and 
tastefully printed contributions to American Arche- 
ology which have issued from the press of Mr. 
Munsell. It is a translation of all the papers bound 
in two volumes, labelled Deeds A and B, kept in 
the office of the clerk of the county of Albany, be- | 
ing the earliest records of the county. The original | 
papers are of an extremely diversified character, | 
including deeds, bonds, contracts, inventories of | 
personal estate, marriage contracts, proposals and | 
sales of excise, indentures of apprenticeship, cor- | 
respondence with the governor and council, pro- | 
ceedings of Indian councils; in a word, records of 
all such formal transactions as were usually drawn 
up by and acknowledged before the chief officer of 
Fort Orange or the secretary of the village of Bever- 
wyck. These papers are, in fact, the oldest public 
records extant relating to the city and county of | 
Albany, and have hitherto been sealed books, not 
having been, until the year 1865, even included in 
the indexes of the office. To the lawyer, the local | 
historian, the curious in olden customs, and to the 
descendants from that generation, the information 
now produced for the first time is especially inter- 
esting. The editor has paid critical attention to 
the interpretation of the proper names, and in sup- 
plying the omitted surnames. We can scarcely 





over these pages with astonishment at their odd and 
striking portraiture of primitive times. The volume 
will doubtless be appreviated, not only by those 
specially connected with the persons or the locality 
with which it is connected, but generally by all 
students of early American history.
